ON DAY OF TRIAL 
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Sheridan Will Probably Not Face 
Bribery. Charges Again. 


John A, (Kid) Sheridan, one of the men 
convicted in the Suburban Railway boodle 
deal, waa reported at the point of death 
by Dr. Waldo Briggs when his new trial 
was called before Judge Taylor in the St. 
Louis Circuit Court Monday morning. 

Dr. Briggs told the court that Sheridan 
hag cirrhosis of the liver and that there 
is scarcely a chance he will recover. 

Sheridan was tried jointly with T. Ed 
Arpright, and they were sentenced to serve 
five-year termé in prison. The supreme 
court remanded thelr cases, and it was 
when they were recalled division No. 9 
Monday morning that the court was in- 
formed of the critical ilinces of Sheridan. 

Sheridan has been a familiar figure in 
St. Louis for a number of veare, and known 
to a host of frieuds ase a “good fellow.”

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'Many Tongues Are Spoken by Dele- 
gates From Legislative Bodies of 
European Nations, but All Are Har- 
monious in Common Purpose. 


PRESIDENT’E EMISSARY 
ADDRESSES THE STATESMEN 


Congressman Bartholdt, Presiding at 
Opening Session, Declares the Dogs 
of War Will Starve to Death as Re- 
sult of Gathering. 


There wae a babel of tongues Monday 
‘at Festival Hall, but every voice was raised 
for peace. 

At the first session of the Interpariiamen- 
tary Union, the use of French, the diplo- 
matic language of Europe, was not aéd- 
hered to. It was found to be impractica- 
ble in the presentation of the greetings 
from fourteen nations represented. 

Dr. Albert Gobat of Switzerland intro- 
duced Congressman chard Bartholdt, the 
president, in French. Mr. Bartholdt de- 
livered his address in English. Francis B. 
Loomis, first assistant secretary of state,

representing President Roosevelt, also 
spoke English. The representatives of 
other nattons, spoke in their own language. 

Members of. the union, believe that this, 
the iwelfth session, will be the most im- 
portant ever held, and that as a result-of} 
the action expected to be taken, longer 
strides toward peace between nations will 
be taken during the next twelve months 
than during many years that have passed. 

It will call upon the powers included in 
the union of nations, constituted by the 
treaty with the Hague, offer their media- 
tion, according to a provision of that treaty 
for terminating the war In the East. It 
will request the President of the United 
States to invite all the nations to convene 
in a conference similar to that which con- 
vened at the Hague in 1898, the Central 
and South American nations, not represent- 
ed at the Hague, to be included. 

A resolution prepared by Congressman 
Richard Rartholdt, President of the Union 
for the ensuing year, who presides at the 
afesions. will be presented hy Congressman 
T. Cc. Burton of Ohio, calling for the exe- 
cution of arbitration treaties which will 
probably give the Hague Court jurisdiction 
to try the controversies covered by the 
arbitral agreements, sc. that the court can 
begin to act, as national courts do, at the 
Souls of the complaining party, thus becom- 
ing a self-acting permanent part of the

It wil] also call for the consideration of 
the advisability of creating, without delay, 
a Congress of Nations, In which every 
nation shall be represented, to convene 
pericdically, and as often as may be con- 
sidered best for the general welfare, for 
the discussion of international questions 
which current events make paramount. 

It ie not intimated that this Congress of 
Tnited Nations ought to be empowered to 
speak with authority at first. The idea of 
the delegates seems to be that it would act 
at the outset as a sort of clearing house 
for the nations of questions Hable to lead 
to war, and as a center at which treaties 
of arbitration, and of all kinds, can be 
negotiated and referred back to the nations 
for approval and execution.

Presence of Russian War Vessel Agitates Was 
ington Officials, Who Conclude That m= 
mediate Action Is Not Mecsepary. 
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HOW NEUTRALITY LAW

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12~-The state- 
ment that the Russian cruiser Lena, 
now in the harbor here, left Viadivostok #1 
days ago and arrived here with foul botlers 
has aroused considerable speculation and 
diecussion. The average time of a fairly 
fast steamer from the Russian port to San 
Francsico is from 28 to 3 days, and it is 
pointed out that the Lena would not have 
been permitted to leave Viadivostok in such 
condition that a month’s voyage would 
virtually disable her. 

The Lena, which has a crew of 497 men 
and 21 officers and carries 2 guns, put in 
here Sunday. 

Capt. Berlinsky, who officially deciares 
the Lena to be a transport, states that 
their engines and boilers are in need of 
repairs. After passing quarantine the Lena 
anchored off the Union Iron Works, where 
she now lies. 

Immediately after the Lena dropped an- 
chor in the bay, Cept. Berlinsky left the 
warship. An officer of the cruiser, how- 
ever, stated that the Lena left Vladivostok 
on a cruising expedition, hoping to capture 
some of the transpacific vessels carrying 
contraband of war.

In Wednesday evening's Post-Dispatch some one who signed 
himself as “O. J. W."' deplores the awful calamity which oc- 
curred at the Sarah street grade crossing, and.I believe he ex- 
presses the feeling of the.whole community. He _ is evidéntiy not 
informed, however, as to the ambulance service of the city. 
He says: “Our ambulance service, too, « uld be greatly improve. 
Whv ‘not have ambulance houses in different parts of the city 
like our engine houses? Many a human tite might be paved were 
it not necessary to await the arrival of an ambulance fron: ara: 
up town to the outside part of the city.’ 

Permit me to say, @s one who knows the facts, that this very 
arrangement was made by the present health commissioner lone 
no, and there are atationed now eight ambulances itn various 
sections of the ciiw so that they can make their calls in the least 
possible time. One of these ambularces is located at Sarah street 
sna Chouteau avenue. and arrived on the scene of the accident 
in less than four minutes after the call waa turned in. Four 
more ambulances, accompanied by dispensary physicians. hurried 
to the spot from the central dispensary ! agree with ©. J. W. 
that the run from Eleventh and Market streets is entirely too 
long for calls from most parts of the city. The health com- 
missioner has made strenuous efforts to fecnre a dispensary 
in the West End. some place between Sarah street and King's 
hichway. but there has always been a senseless opposition, born 
of political animosity, on the part of some members of 
Municipal Aseembly.

In writing this letter, there are 
certain points upon which I desire to 
lay especial stress. 

"It is difficult to find out from the ut- 
terances of our opponents what ARE 
THD REAL ISSUES UPON WHICH 
THEY PROPOSE TO WAGE THIS CAM- 
PAIGN. It Is not unfair to say that. 
having abandoned most of the principles 
upon which they have insisted during 
the last eight years, they now seem at 
a loss, both as to what it is that they 
really believe, and as to how firmly they 
shall assert their belief in anything. In 
fact. it is doubtful if they venture reso- 
lutely to press a single issue; AS SOON 
AS THEY RAISE ONE THEY SHRINK

evitable result of the effort to impro- 
vise convictions; for, when thus impro- 
vised, it is natural that they should be 
held in a tentative manner.
